I'hilo Wright, and Al- 
pha Wright. The school opened in 
May, 1H27, under the instruction of Mr. 
Colonel Smith, a deaf-mute, who had 
been for nix years a pupil in th. 
lum at Hartford, and wan continued 
two years. It contained in all eleven 

pupilN, most of whom were afterward 

members of the school at Columbus. 
It, was sustained by private charity, 
with ti tion of 1100 given It by 

tho Legislature, in 1K2H, towards jmy 

infr the salary of the teacher.
